Alice Threatened ‘Kip’ 
Would Lose Her With­ 
out Wedding 


TONE OF EPISTLES 
SHOWED CHANGE 


Plaintiff Presses For 
Annulment Of His 
Marriage 


(Associated Press) 
WHITE PLAINS, N. Y„ Nov. 16.— 
The fervor of love letters which Alice 
Beatrice Jones, daughter of a_jaegro 
hack driver, first sent to Leonard Kip 
Rhinelander, during their courtship, 
gradually changed to 
an 
insistent 
threat that ha would lose her, unless 
he married her. 
Today’s aeries of letters, introduced 
at resumption of the trial of young 
Rhinelander’s annullment suit, are 
filled with demands of marriage, and, 
at the same time, promised the great­ 
est secrecy until the wealthy scion of 
an aristocratic family should have at­ 
tained his majority. 
On November 4, 1922, Alice wrote: 
“If you can’t come home I will have 
to go away with someone else.” 
It was at this time that Leonard 
was attending school. 
“You aré going to be mine now or 
sever,” she wrote two months later. 
*‘I have thrown down two chances for 
you. 1 would keep things a dead, dead 
secret. 
After you are mine, I will 
keep quiet until you are your own 
bos*.? 
Again on May 15, 1923, she wrote: 
“I deserve everything I get from you. 
I have had hundreds of chances to 
make dates, but I have turned every­ 
thing down.” 
This attempt by the plaintiffs law­ 
yers show that Alice sought to make 
young Rhinelander jealous and was e 
continuation of the same efforts as 
last week, when her letteis cuntarrred 
reference* to various stage celebre - 
ties she im«/ met and to rivals fot her 
hand. * 
In the fall of 1923 she wrote an­ 
other letter, telling him frankly that 
he would j^ave to marry her. 
“I’m 
not going to remain true,” she wrote 
“because I have had a miserable sum­ 
mer. 
If you are so mean as to re­ 
main away so long and forget me 
completely. 
I love you, but you will 
have to come and marry me.” 
In March 19&3, she again suggested 
that they marry secretly, saying it 
was the auvice of a friend named 
Kittie. Shortly after that she receiv­ 
ed her diamond engagement 
ring 
from Rhinelander and wrote:' **PfPfil- 
ing I have won you, haven’t I dear?’! 
The second af the large batch oí 
missives from Leonard to Alice maJe 
its appearance at this point, with a 
telegram thanking her for a ring she 
had sent him.

The first of his messages to her, 
read last week, was the invitation to 
visit him in San Francisco. Today’s 
telegram said: “Package arrived Sat­ 
urday. No words can express how 
pleased I am witL the ring. Many, 
many thanks. Letter on way.” 
Money affairs made their appear­ 
ance in letters read today, Alice, at 
times, bewailing her poveKy, com­ 
plaining especially about her inabil­ 
ity to take a trip to Europe. She said: 
“I often wish I was a rich girl.” 
Once the fervor of her first letters 
^cropped out in a magazine picture 
contained in one of her letters. The 
picture showed a couple embracing 
and underneath was written “Stay 
with m© forever, Alice.”
